Up to now only a few bits of news 
have arrived from Russia, but it is 
rumored that there, as in France, 
innumerable peaceful Germans have 
been thrown in prison, housed to- 
gether in far away districts, and / 
forced to do hard labor to gain a 
mere living. It seems to me that 
the German people behaved by far 
more decently. The Germans have | 
not maltreated or insulted English- 
men, Russians or Frenchmen who 
were going to leave Germany. Aliens 
of draft age were detained after for- 
eign countries had embarked on the 
Same policy, but were well housed 
and cared for. I nowhere heard of 
Systematic or even occasional perse- 
cution of foreigners because they be- 
longed to an enemy nation.

Nowhere was there excesses directed 
against a foreigner because he was a 
foreigner. I know from my own 
experience that nobody did any harm

BRITISH CONTINUE AIR 


‘Attack on Mannheim Renietia| “Stars and Stripes’’ 


| as One of Most Extensive 
Yet Made by Allies. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
LONDON, July 2.—Recent 
‘raids against railway stations and) 
| military establishments in Germany | 
‘are being continued, according to an) 
official statement issued by the Air 
Ministry last night. The statement 
reads: 
“On the night of June 30-July 1. 
'further attacks were made on the) 
enemy.airdrome at Boulay and 


ville, Remilly, 
and Saarbruecken. The 
works at Mannheim were again at- 
tacked. 

“On July 1 the railway and work- 
shops at Karthaus, the station at 
Treves and the enemy triangle of 
Metz Sablons were bombed with 
good effect. One hostile machine 
was shot down and two of ours are 
missing. One of the machines _re- 
ported as missing June 30 has _ re- 
turned.” 

GENEVA, July 2.—The aerial 
bombardment of Mannheim Satur- 
day morning was the most extensive 
raid on a German town during the 
war. The Germans officiallly an- 
nounce five persons were killed and 
14 wounded. Several victims were 
allied officers who, 
ter, cheered the allied aviators. The 
residents of Mannheim’ also were)!

Time for a Political Realignment. 
‘Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Has the hour not about struck for a de- 
cided realignment of political forces in this 
country? Your editorial of Friday indi- 
cates that such is the case. The absurdity 
§n the lack of difference of opinion be- 
tween our two great national parties, 
which Lord Bryce remarked, has been 
heightened by the present war, which has 
shown the absence in our political issues 
of any connection with actual social and 
economic life. Our national parties today 
are latitudinal in organization and longi- 
tudinal in policy and thought. Within 
both the Democratic and Republican par- 
ties there exists a strange admixture of 
liberals and conservatives. Neither of the 
parties is equipped, because of this strange 
conglomesation of fundamental ideas, for 
the reconstructive work that is to come 
after the war. 

The British labor party in its program 
indicates the way in which the wind is 
blowing. President Wilson also, with that 
remarkable foresight which he has evinced 
throughout his entire administration, sees 
much farther than the leaders of his party 
or the general run of representative men 
in the country at large. In his now famous 
letter to the New Jersey Democrats he has 
pointed out that there must be a new revi- 
sion of political ideas and pronouncements. 

“The old party’ slogans,” he _ writes, 
“have lost their significance and will mean 
nothing to the voter of the future, for the 
war is certain to change the mind of Eu- 
rope as well as of America. Men every- 
where are searching democratic principles 
to their hearts in order to determine their 
soundness, their sincerity, their adaptabil- 
ity to the real needs of their lives, and ev- 
ery man with any vision must see that the 
real test of justice and right action is 
presently to come as it never came before.

It is inconceivable that in time of war, when all 
means of communication, especially the tele- 
graph and telephone, should be at the disposal 
of the Government for maximum use, there should 
be interruption of service. Regardless of the 
merits of the controversy in which a strike on the 
Western Union has been called for July 8, the 
Government could not submit to a shutdown of 
telegraph service on the most important lines in 
the country or upon any lines, for any length of

time.

in peace or war brings less of a shock to the pub- 
lic than control of railroads or other utilities. 
The telegraph and telephone are merely develop- 
ments of rapid means of communication and fall 
naturally into the postal system. Telegrams 
are quick-delivery letters. The telegraphic letter 
has become a common form of communication. 
They can be paid for in stamps as well as in 
money; probably, with less trouble. The whole 
system may well be reorganized as a part of the 
postal system, with benefit to the public in econ- 


omy and efficiency.

many other results obtained in science that are 
equally unexplainable. All we know is that “it” 
works in these cases—not how. 
It is no wonder that inventors who know & 
great deal about certain facts in science should 
expect marvelous results when they have given 
deep study to an invention. But they must know 
all there is to be known in order to be reasonably 
sure that they will get those results. They must 
know how “it” worked on all previous occa- 
sions. There was something lacking in Giragos- 
sian’s knowledge and experience. And for that 
reason “it” didn’t work in his case. 
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Fourteen American destroyers are to be 
launched as a fitting celebration on the Fourth 
of July. The fireworks will come later when the 
new war vessels come across German subma- 


rines. 
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JUDGE MORRIS ON DISLOYALTY. 
In overruling demurrers to the Weinsberg and 
Koenig indictments under the espionage act, Fed- 
eral Judge Morris has defined so clearly that there 
is no room for misunderstanding what constitutes 
disloyalty and what constitutes interference with 
military success under the law. 
Defining loyalty as the willingness and obliga- 
tion of every citizen to serve the country even to 
the laying .down of his own life, he said that 
disloyalty was simply the reverse of this frame 
of mind. Any attempt, by word or act, to beguile 
a citizen away from this conception and to cause 
him to fail in his duty he characterized as a dis- 
loyal act. Even expressions of opinion may con- 
stitute disloyal acts, he ruled, if the ordinary, 
reasonable and probable consequences of these 
expressions are such as would be likely, if com- 
municated to the military forces, to cause a fail- 
ure of this supreme duty. 
The sweeping nature of the ruling becomes the 
more apparent in the light of the Judge’s defini- 
tion as to the composition of the military forces. 
They include, he said, all men now actually in 
the army and navy, all men registered under the 
selective draft act, all male citizens between the 
ages of 18 and 45 years who have enlisted or may 
hereafter enlist ‘as volunteers and, he added, it is 
a fair question as to whether all male citizens of 
any age whatsoever ought not also to be includ- 
ed, in view of the universal obligation of military 
service. 
Taken as_a whole, the Judge’s interpretation 
seems to be that any willful attempt to break 
down public morale to the extent that it may dis- 
courage potential as well as actual soldiers from 
performing their whole duty is an offense under 
the law. It is not necessary to preach sedition 
to these men directly, but to preach it in any 
place where there is reasonable probability that it 
will get to them. The Judge indeed went so far 
as to say that to communicate disloyal expres- 
sions to the fathers and mothers of actual or prob- 
able soldiers may be fairly presumed to be intend- 
ed to reach the soldiers themselves. 
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Broad as the Judge’s interpretation is, it does 
not strike at constitutional guaranties of the right 
of free speech and liberty of opinion. The vital 
question in any given case is the intent, and this 
is, of course, a question of fact for a jury to de- 
termine. No loyal, patriotic citizen is expected to 
utter disloyal and unpatriotic remarks and no 
wise man will utter them. This is a bad time 
for loose talking. The welfare of the whole 
people is at stake. 

It is a maxim of law that one is presumed to in- 
tend the ordinary and reasonable consequences 
of his own acts. And it is not always easy to 
presume one did not intend them when they lead 
to disasters that the merest prudence should 
have foreseen.

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TOO IMPORTUNATE PATRIOTISM. 
How an enthusiasm much to be admired in the 
promoters of various movements contributing to 
success in thie war may have results most embar- 
rassing to the common citizen, who, though 
highly patriotic, finds his resources not limit- 
less, is thus described by Secretary L. C. Mur- 
dock of the St. Louis Red Cross Chapter: 

A man quietly subscribes $50 or $100 a 
month to the Red Cross, and pays it. It is 
all he can afford. Then his wife's friends 
comé along and virtually force him to buy a 
ticket to something that he doesn’t want to 
see and that it would be a crime to make him 
see, and the ticket goes into the waste basket. 

If the man is a grocer, the children in his 
neighborhood give a bazar, and they ask him 
for a ham; if a druggist, for a bottle of per- 
fume. If he doesn't give it, he is branded in 
the community as unpatriotic. If he does, he 


hurts himself financially, more than he can 
stand. It is that sort of thing we want to 
stop. 


The Red Cross goes ott once a year and asks 
for just about as much money as it thinks it 
needs. It is unfair to ask the public to keep 
giving all the year around. Of course, we 
always need money. Voluntary contributions 
are always welcome and appreciated. 

These cases, cited as typical, apply to many 
others in which the details are only a little dif- 
ferent. Somewhat similar conditions arise in the 
promotion of war-winning funds other than the 
Red Cross. Solicitors for such funds are numer- 
ous when a drive is on, each laudably ambitious 
to make a record. Few bouquets come the way 
of the common, workaday, stay-at-home citizen 
of patriotic purpose. Undeniably, he has a duty to

T would take mighty good news from Europe to

Nor is that altogether 
because river traffic had a romance about it that rail- 
road traffic has never had. There are tender mem- 
ories upon all these rivers of the piping times when 
steamboats did most of the common carrying in this 
midcohtinental country; but what the valley has most 
in mind at this time is the material benefit it will en- 
joy from river traffic. 

We have not sat here on the banks of these rivers 
blind to what was going on.
